WASHINGTON—The first phase 
" of President Hoover's prograbi 
for making "Washington a "model 
dry 'city" will begin when General 
Herbert- B. Crosby, now the army's 
chief of cavalry, takes office as one 
of the District of Columbia com- 
missioners, in charge ot the police 
force. 


Crosby's name will be sent to the 


Senate for confirmation late this 
month. 
Although there will bo 


some .opposition, 
such 
as that 


voiced by several local groups on 
the ground that :the, law provjdes 
lor the appointment of a civilian, 
the general will resign from the 
army and the expectation'Is that 
the appointment will be upheld. Dry 
senators will not care to place them- 
selves in the position of helping to 
block one ot--the. Hoover enforce- 
ment measures. . • - • • ' • 


He Means Business 
'• 


The president has said that the 


Crosby appointment would "guaran- 
tee to-the capital a.nd the nation at 
large that^the capital ol the nation 
shall be tree of organized crime." 
He had previously explained that, 
he offered the job to seven other 
persons before going, to the army 
for a man, but no one doubts that 
Mr.. Hoover means business _and 
that he especially -wants to ' cut 
down the liquor traffic, which has 
always flourished here to, an un- 
seemly degree. 


Crosby's ideas on the situation 


he faces are not yet .Known.; He is 
said to have been a good disciplin- 
arian In the cavalry but has., not 
been regarded as a martinet. 


Off-hand it would seem as If any- 


one with an earnest determination 


to clean up could do considerable 
business in Washington. The liquor 
industry here could stand far more 
pressure than it ha<i ever experi- 
enced without being 
eradicated.

Crosby will have about 1300 police- 
men under him and although only 
a handful are authorized to make 
liquor law arrests they are all in a 
position to spot lawbreakers.

THESE STATEMENTS were first 


» J made, we assumed that they were a 


casual phase of that manufacturer's advertis- 


ing and did uot represent a deliberate and 


calculated policy. After making a few such 


statements, he abandoned this particular 


form of advertising. However, other state- 


ments used in his advertising came to the 


Attention of the Federal Trade Commission 


on a question of their truthfulness. 


As a result of the action of the Federal 


Trade Commission he was ordered to stop his 


admitted practice of using in his advertising 


false testimonials of non-smokers to the effect 


that they kept slender.by smoking his brand 


of cigarettes, and was further ordered to stop 


using other fake testimonials and the specious 


argument that all can keep slender by smok- 


i I 


ing that brand of cigarettes. He then began 


to use again the form of statement quoted 


above or variations of it. 


T ANY MANUFACTURER chooses to say thai 


the tobaccos he uses contain "harmful irri- 


tants, corrosive acrids, that are injurious to 


the throat," and then to claim that these 


things are removed by the heat-treating 


process, lliat is his own affair. But when he 


tries to create the impression that it is general 


practice to use in cigarettes such rank 


tobaccos as he describes, we object to the 


attempted reflection on the industry.
